In 1778 
he heat ol Bologna was so great that a great 
umber of people were stifled; there was not 
ufflcient air for the breath and people had to 
ake refuge under the ground. In July, 1793, 
le heat again became intolerable; vegetables 
•ere burned up and fruit dried on the trees, and 
le furniture and wood work in the dwelling 
ouses cracked and split up; meat was bad in 
u hour.

War in Central America. 
From the Chicago Evening Journal. 


The rumors of impending war between 


Guatemala and San Salvador prove to 
have been well founded, open hostilities 
between the two Bepnblios having com- 
menced. 
The 
attempt of President 


Barillas, of Guatemala, to interfere ia 
the government of the weaker Republic 
has been resented by the latter, and as a 
result 9,000 Salvudorans .have taken the 
field and have already met tho enemy on 
the frontier. 


Senor GeronimoJPon, the oonfidenial 


agent of the Provisional Government of 
San Salvador, has jnst arived at the city 
of Mexico for a conference with President 
Diaz. According to despatches received 
by him from General Ezeta, commander 
of the Salvador army, the Guatemalan 
forces under General Villavicenoio ud- 
vanced to the attack on Jnly 17 nenr 
Elcora and were repulsed. The attack 
was renewed the following day and the 
invaders to the number of 9,000 were 
routed with heavy loss, many pieces ol 
artillery and quantities of arms and am- 
munition being captured by the victors. 
"I have given orders," concludes Ezeta, 
"to advance into Guatemala." 


The men of San Salvador are hot 


blooded, and make good fighters. They 
dearly love a row. When not at war 
with their neighbors there is generally 
some sort of a tumult going on at home 
to keep up the excitement. The recent 
fight in the palace at San Salvador, 
which ended in the assassination of Pres- 
ident Mendenez, bus undoubtedly pre- 
cipitated the present oontiict. Should 
Gen. 
Ezeta overcome his enemies he will 


secure the Presidency and keep it until 
he in turn is driven out or assassinated. 
Senor Pon 
claims that his govern- 


ment can send 10,010 well 
armed 


men against the 20,000 with which he 
credits Guatemala. The latter power is 
said to have formed an alliance with 
Honduras, while Salvador expects to 
secure the aid and co-operation of Nic- 
arangua and Costa Rica. If this is all 
true, the contest will be decidedly worth 
watching. If General Barillas, of Guate- 
mala, is contemplating the same coup by 
which the late President Barrios aimed to 
found one big republic, with himself ns 
dictator, and which cost the latter in- 
trepid fighter his life, he is likely to 
find a hard job cut out for him. 
The

Science and Review School for

the Summer Normal, or the Summer Sci- 
ence and Review School, for the special 
benefit of Macon county teachers and 
those from adjoining counties who may 
wish to profit by the session.

phy, grammar, history, pedagogy, natural 
philosophy, physiology, botany and zool- 
ogy.

The laboratory 
is one of the most interesiiug depart- 
ments of the High School, made so by 
the practical intelligence of the Professor 
and the useful knowledge there obtained.

August 8th, to be followed on August 
llth by the Macon county teachers' in- 
stitute, which will be in charge of Snpt.

The criminal assault on Mrs. Julia 


Poster, wife of Ambrose S. Foster, six 
miles west of Deoatur, on Monday after- 
noon, has aroused widespread interest 
and indignation. The particulars are re- 
volting, and the feeling is intense among 
all the people a few miles west of the 
city. 


ABBE8T3. 


There have been several arrests effect- 


ed since Marshal 'Mason sent out cards 
giving a fair description of the man who 
committed the crime. Charles A. Satley 
wsis arrested at Niantio last evening by 
Constable Kitoh, on suspicion of being 
the guilty party. He was brought to 
Decatur this morning and taken to police 
headquarters where he was confronted 
by Mrs. Foster and Mrs. Mary Sheehan, 
the only two persons who saw the scoun- 
drel who tied from the Foster home. 
Both ladies picked out Satley in a crowd 
of men in the office, but neither is sure 
that he is the right man. In a general 
way Satley answers the description, but 
there are some important points which 
oonfnse both 
Mrs. Foster and Mrs. 


Sheehan, and make them uncertain. His 
clothing is not the same as that worn by 
the man who made the assault, and it 
became necessary to send to Niantio and 
have brought to the city the valise that 
he had when arrested. The feeliug ob- 
tains that Satley is innocent. He talks 
freely and doesn't act like a man guilty 
of such a heinous crime. He Bays he 
started east from Springfield Monday 
evening in company with Fred Shaw, 
who was with him when arrested at Nian- 
tio; that he was at Springfield after 1 p. 
m. that day, and saw and talked with 
Mollie Hurt and Mr. Wineberg and a 
dozen other people; that he came to Illi- 
opolis on a train and with Shaw went 
four miles south of that town to the Tal- 
bot place to get work.

Mrs. Foster detailed to the reporter 


the circumstances of the assault and it 
appears from the state of fright she must 
have been in that she cannot positively 
identify the right man, though she may 
be able to do BO. She was choked by her 
assailant, her neck showing the marks of 
his fingers. Mrs. Sheehan wus picking 
blackberries not far frotr, tbe house in 
company with Mrs. Sarah Adams and 
Mrs. Sarah Travis. 
She heard the cries 


at the house and saw the man running 
down the road. 
Had she known then 


what had happened she could have called 
the men in the field not far off and had 
the assailant oaaght. 


NOT THE MAN. 


The officers and Foster family satisfied 


themselves that Satley is not the guilty 
man and he was released from custody 
at about 12 o'clock to-day. 


OTHBB SUSPECTS. 


Arrests of other suspects have been 


made at Dalton City and Cerro Gordo. 
The constables will bring the two men in 
this afternoon and Mrs. Foster and Mrs. 
Sheehan will remain in the city until the 
arrested parties can be seen. 


Between 12 and 1 o'clock to-day Con- 


stable W. D. 0. McOlure came in from 
Dalton City with tt tramp named llobert 
MoKibbon in charge. Bob is a specimen 
tourist, who in a measure answers the 
description. 
He takes his detention 


philosophically. Ha claims that he was 
in Decatur yesterday for several hours, 
coming here from Minonk by way of 
Clinton.
